If the room is dis- 
infected’ after a serious illness 
brown paper should be pasted over 
the edges of the window and door, 
and left for twelve hours after the 
sulphur has burnt out. After that 
time the windows should be opened 
and left open for twenty-four hours. 
The fumes of sulphur will déstroy 
the colors of most fabrics, and 
therefore during any sickness of an 
infectious nature nothing should be 
used in the way of hangings except 
such as can be disinfected after- 
wards. All bedding should be sent 
to a professional disinfector. The 
sanitary or health authorities in a 
town will generally give _particu~ 
lars of this work, and see that it is 
done. All wallpaper in. a room 
must be stripped off and destroyed, 
a fresh gid being pat on its 
place. Old paper is in iteelf a great 
cattee of infection, and a new paper 
should never be pasted over an old 
one. This should always be remov- 
ed beforehand.

EDUCATION COMING TO THE 
FARMER. 


New Life Has Come Inte the OM 
Counties of Ontarice -Agricaltar-) 
al Education is More than 4) 
Xame Now, 


Away back in pioneer days the 
leaders in affairs, educational, laid 
the foundation of our public school 
system. The first schoola weren't 
very ornate, and the teachers had 
little training, judged by the pre- 
eent Prssbor oe of qualifications. The 
three R's were considered to be 
quite sufficient—mental decoration 
wasn't at a premium—but the pu- 
pils were taught obedience and 
horoughnese, and many of our 
greatest men arose from those little 
obscure backwoods schools. 

As villages grew into towns and 
towns into cities, the ambition of 
educational leaders grew with 
them, however. Teachera became | 
better qualified, new subjects were 
added, and higher institutions 
were established until the present 
complicated and complex system 
was evolved. And the citizens, 
generally, were very pleased there- 
at, and prided themselves that they 
were wearing the latest in educa- 
tional fashions. ' 

Now, as the system developed 4 
paradox developed with. it. The 
average farmer, while respecting 
education and agreeing that it was 
a very attractive decoration to 
have when it wasn’t too expensive, 
did not care to invest very heavily 
in it himeelf . A feeling that farm- 
ing couldn't be learned from books 
grew so strongly that it became a 
trait of rural character. The sys- 
tem might have been at fault, but 
the educated preferred to blame 
the farmer himself for these condi- 
tions. ~ : 

“Was there ever such a man!’ 
“He is eo bound to 


tradition and practice that he 


>| doesn’t care for education. He will 


not develop the scientific view- 


Lady | point, nor will he allow his children 


to do #. The majority of those 
who stay on the farm never attend 
high school even. He is satisfied 
with the methods and knowledge 
that were possessed by his fathers 
before him.”’ 


An Idea That Fell Down. 

But the farmer had his own 
views of these matters, and, like 
most of his views, they were the re- 
sult of hard experience. He didn’t 
always advo¢ate them where every- 
one could hear them, but he rea- 
lized none the less clearly certain 
things that his critics did not. We 
can imagine a shrewd, intelhigent

Guelph, very many were doubtful | deemed most 


of the value of the course. Some 
are doubtful of its value stjll, but 
the majority of the farmers realize 
that itis a thing. They know, 
of course, that the practice of farm- 
ing must always be learned upon 
the farm; but they believe a good 
deal of theory can be blended to 
very great advantage with the prac- 
tice. It all reste with the student 


knowledge in a sane and p 
manter. 

But, despite the value of the agri- 
cultural course, or because 
of it, the college has its limitations. 
It could not ate the 
young farmers of Ontario, It did 
good work, but in a very limited 
way. Each year less than 2,000 
students, all told, attended the in- 
stitution. So the problem became 
not how the farmer could go to the 
college, but how the college could 
to the farmer. 

The district representative 
scheme grew from this need. In 
1907 six college. graduates were 
sent into as many counties to act 
as agricultural advisers. For 
awhile the wisdom of the plan was 
questioned, as it is of every rye 

Q- 
day the number has increased to 
forty-one, and these men have gone 
to their stations at the request of 
the farmers: themselves. So the 
problem of the college going to the 
farmer was partly solved. 

It wasn’t entirely solved, because 
one man in a county worked under 
a great handicap, He hadn’t the 
time to reach a very large propor- 
tion of his constituents very inti- 
mately or personally. And in that 
the greatest value of the work lay. 
Unless he did it the college hadn’t 
got to the farm after all, but only 
to the county. 

This need led to the development 
of the Winter Short Course idea 
for young farmers. In 1908 the 
first course wae given at Lindsay, 
It had an attendance of six pupils. 
In 1915 forty-three courses of from 
four to six weeks’ duration were 
held with a total regular atten- 
dance of 1,075. The special atten- 
dance was far greater, one,course 
in Glengarry county having an at- 
tendance of 100 at o ia! meet- 
ing. Nothing could illustrate the 
popularity of the scheme more than 
that, nor, by the same token, the 
value of it either, for what is popu-

German “kultur” has done its 
worst. On Friday afternoon the giant 
Cunard steamship Lusitania, sailing 
from New York to Liverpool, was tor- 
pedoed and sunk without warning off 
the coast of Ireland. She sank in 
thirty-three minutes. The losses are 
about 1800, only about 700 having been 
rescued, The passengers consisted of 
many nationalities, and the deed has 
caused a feeling of anger toward Ger- 
many to spread over the entire world. 
Several hundred Canadians have been 
lost—over one hundred from Ontario. 
These people were travelling to Eng- 
land to visit their relatives wounded 
in the recent Ypres battle. German 
gloats over the deed ; the school child. 
ren were given a holiday in honor of 
the event. This ruthless murder of 
innocent people — 150 babes were 
drowned—can be but the actions of a 
monstér driven to frenzy by despair, 
as hé sees how futile it is to challenge 
British naval supremacy. 

Over 150 American citizens have 
been drowned. ‘What will that proud 
freedom-loving people do to avenge 
this insult? Can Germany sacrifice 
American lives at will in her attempts 
at petty spite against Great Britain ? 
Will not Witson do something to pre- 
serve the dignity of the Stars and 
Stripes? This is the question that is 
being discussed by -the Ameri¢an 
Press. All are unanimous that Presi- 
dent Wilson must take a firm stand, 
some even declaring that war is the 
only open course, Whatever action 
the Washington Administration may 
take,this much is clear,that the people 
of the United States will not long con- 
tinue to suffer from German piracy. 
If the Government does not take the 
initiative then the people will. The 
following comments taken from the 
American press give the trend of pub- 
lic opinion in the republic. 

The World says: ‘“*The circum- 
stances and the consequences of the 
destruction of the Lustitania by a Ger- 
man submarine call for all the self- 
restraint and self-possession that the 
American people can command. 

‘‘How many American lives have 
been snuffed out in the loss of the 
Lustitania we do not yet know. But 
it is no fault of the German Govern. 
ment that anybody escaped from the 
ship. . It is no fault o 
Government that every Anierican on 
board the Lustitania is not lying at 
the bottom of the: sea. 

* What military advantage was 
gained by such a procedure compar- 
able to the moral revulsion against 
Germany that it is certain to produce? 

** Modern history affords no other 
such example of a great nation run- 
ning amuck and calling it military 
necessity. 

“What Germany expects to gain by 
her policy is something we cannot 

vess. What advantage will it be to 
ner to be left without a friend ora 
well-wisher in the world? The war 
cannot last forever. Peace will event- 
ually come if only through exhaustion. 
What will be the attithde of the other 
nations towards Germany when the 
conflict. is finished? How many de- 
cades must pass before Germany can 
live down the criminal record that 
she is writing for herself in the annals. 
of history 7” 


AN OUTLAW GOVERNMENT 


The New York Evening Post says: 
“Germany ought not to be left ina 
moment's doubt how the civilized 
world regards her latest display of 
‘frightfulness.’ It is a deed for which 
a Hun would blush,a Turk be ashamed, 
and a Barbary pirate: apologize. To 
speok of technicalities and the rules 
of war, in the face of such wholesale 


murder on the high seas, is a waste of | 


time. The law of nations and the law 


| of God have been alike trampled upon. | 


There is, indeed, puerile talk of ‘warn-| 
ing’ havjug been given before the Lus- 
itania sailed. But so does the Blaek 
Hand send its warnings. 

“Such acts have been called ‘pure 
piracy.’ Strictly speaking they are} 
not that. Pirates do not act under 
orders, but the officers of German sub- 
marines do. This throws the respons- 
ibility back upon their Government 


| which issued the order to sink with- 


out warning a merchant vessel with 
2,000 non-combatants and neutrals on 
board. In the act, that Government 
becomes piratical and an outlaw. 

**No sober mind can fail to grasp 
the extreme gravity of the crisis 
forced upon the United States.” 

The Herald says: “It is a time of 
grayity in American history uomatch- 
ed since the civil war. This cold- 
blooded, premeditated outrage on 6 
colossal scale will cause such a blind- 
ing white lightof indignation through- 
out the neutral portion of the world, 
unhappily growing smaller and small- 
er, that there cannot conceivably be 
in Washington any thought of turn- 
ing back from the note to Germany 
sent February 10.” 


“REMEMBER THE MAINE” 


The Tribune says: * From this trag- 
edy we shall now turn to Washing- 
ton. More than a century ago, when 
this nation was weak and its people 
were lacking in all the resources of a 
great power, it made answer to the 
pirates of the Barbary coast, who as 
serted a prerogative less intolerable 
than that which is now asserted in 
Berlin and executed upon the high 
seas.

Useful Hints. 

All suet puddings require long 
ooking to render them digestible. 

‘The following are a few simp! 
rules in economy: Never buy 4 
cheap material when you can, get 
a better product. Pay cash; credit 
is costly. Buy non-perishable food 
products in quantities. Watch the 
household closely and eliminate all 
waste. 

A very good way to disp»a> of 
slices of toast and scraps of bread 
is to brown all in the oven, then 
roll and sift, then when you bake 
cookies or sand tarts three to four 
cups of crumbs are used in place of 
part of the flour called for in the 
recipe. 

If spinach can be washed in many 
watera immediately upon being 
brought in from garden or market, 
and then placed upon a cloth laid 
on the ice. the result witl-be ~—sur- 
prising.

We 
healthy love of life, and we are 
never #o conscious of life as we 
are when we have just escaped from 
the threat of death; it is natural 
that our joy should express itself 
in efforts to do something to show 
that we are alive. That is especial- 
ly true after-an attack of typhoid 
fever. Typhoid usually lasts sever- 
al weeks, and by the tame convales- 
cence begins, the patient is heartily 
tired of being an invalid, and very 
likely to abuse his feeble, new-bora 
strength. A patient who is getting 
well of typhoid- generally has a tre- 
mendous appetite, and unless he is 
careful to keep it within bounds, he 
may have a relapse. t 

In convalescence from such dis- 
orders of the respiratory tract as 
pneumonia jand bronchitis, there is 
danger that the ever-present germ 
of tuberculosis may gain a foothold 
and after scarlet fever great ‘care 
must be taken lest the kidneys be- 
come inflamed. 

The way to avoid all these 
gers is to make haste glowly. Un- 
willingness to remain a partial in- 
valid for a few weeks has often 
caused lifelong invalidism. There- 
fore give up every kind of social ex- 
citement for a time, go to bed early 
and sleep late, take a nap every af- 
ternoon, and follow absolutely your 
doctor’s advice.” That is the way to 
a safe and happy recovery.

Open Windows. 


When the children are restless, 
constantly waking up or complain- 
ing of headache in the morning, 
find out if they are getting their 
due allowance of fresh air in the 
sleeping hours. There cannot be 
the smallest objection to fresh air, 
even the baby of one month old can 
sleep with slightly open windows. 
When there is plenty of ventila- 
tion, children rest more quietly, 
and therefore thrive better in every 
way if they have fresh air. And 
open windows should be the rule in 
the bedrooms and nursery. 

If Mary is pale, or Jackie refuses 
to-get up in the morning, the cause 
is very probably due to sleeping in 
stuffy rooms, and the rule of fresh 
air, day and night, makes a great 
difference to a child's good looks 
and health. 


Nine Rules for the Children’s Care. 


1. Don’t forget that lowered vi- 
tality makes children much more 
liable to catch any infectious dis- 
ease that may be going. Try to 
keep them strong and healthy. 

2. Don’t let’ the babv-soother re- 
main in the mouth when baby is 
asleep, if it has been necessary to 
give it to him asleep, remove it 
whenever he goes to Slumberland.

Minim 


The vast agricultural section of the 
Peace River district in Alberta will 
next fall pour the results of the crops 
of the last two or three years into the 
Empire's bread basket. Hon, C. W. 
Gross, Attorney-General in the Al- 
berta Government, who was in Toron- 
to last Friday, explained that the com- 
pletion of the railway into the heart 
of the Peace River district would have 
similar significance to the forcing of 
the Dardanelles, in that it would re- 
lease thousands of bushels of grain. 
This district in the past has had no 
outlet for its crops, although the 
hopeful settlers continued to reap 
their harvests and store the crop. 
They will soon have their reward. 

Hon. Me Cross was unable to esti- 
mate bow much grain would be re- 
leased, but said there would be thou- 
‘ands of bushels. To that stored away 
now must be added this year's crop, 
which promises to be the greatest 
ever in that fertile section. 

“The Peace River district and that 
section down to Edmonton is the only 
part of the West that is this sprin 
receiving immigration on homeste 
land,” said Mr. Cross. This, he ex- 
plained, was remarkable for this year 
and would be the cause of a large crop 
in the district. “At present,” he 
added, “there is a_ ilway 300 miles 
north from Edmonton. Fifty miles 
are yet to be constructed to get to 
Peace River Crossing, where there is 
navigation. The river is capable of 
handling boats as large as those that 
sail on the St. Lawrence. 

“When the last 50 miles are com- 
pleted Edmonton becomes a gateway 
to the vast country in north Alberta, 
and no doubt thousands of settlers 
and thousands ‘of dollars’ worth of 
settlers’ effects will be sent out from 
the city to this great land. 


SETTLERS POURING IN 


“During this spring hundreds of 
settlers are going into this country, 
leaving Edmonton, Another railway 
is being built from Grouard, 200 miles 
north of Edmonton, to what is known 
as Grand Prairie, a vast stretch of 
Peace River prairie. There have been 


over 10,000 settlers in this country for ; 


the past few years, and they have 
rown thousands of bushels of grain, 
which will be brought out by the rail- 
ways this year.” 

Hon. Mr. Cross was enthusiastic 
over the prospects of the Peace River 
country, which has been called “The 
last great West,” and was also leased 
that grain in the section h been 
stored as it will now assist in feeding 
the Empire when she needs it most. 
The opening of the 
way. in this case has double signifi- 
cance. Years ago courageous men 
settled in the district and waited for 
the railway, growing their crops. 
Others who could not see the use of 
this endeavor without an outlet will

British Aviator Drops Bombs on 
Panderma Bridge, Destroy- 
ing It. 


A despatch from London says: 
Desperate fighting is in progress on 
the Gallipoh Peninsula. The Turks 
have been reinforced by a division, 
and the allies are now endeavoring 
to prevent this force from joining 
the other bodies of Turkish troops. 

The losses on both sides are 
heavy. The allies at other pointe 
on the Peninsula are strongly es- 
tablished, and are advancing slow- 
ly but steadily, overcoming the 
Turkish resistance everywhere. 

A despatch to the Exchange Tele- 
graph from Athens says that as a 
result of the destruction of the 
Panderma bridge by a British avia- 
tor communication between Smyr- 
na and the Dardanelles is inter- 
rupted, and that both the move- 
ment of Turkish troops and the 
transport of supplies from the in-

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Timely Spraying. 

Especial pains should be taken 
to destroy the eggs as well as the 
winter flies of the pear paylia, as 
effective work greatly reduces the 
number of eggs deposited on the 
trees. 

In early spring while the insects 
are able to crawl they are very 
sluggish in their movements. This 
habit makes them very, vulnerable 
to treatment and the grower should 
take full advantage of it by 80 
spraying..that none of the insects 
be allowed to escape. It is essen- 
tial to Wet thoroughly all portions 
of the trees and especial care 
should be taken to force the liquid 
under the loose bark and into all 
the cracks and crevices in the bark. 
One tree should be 
sprayed before proceeding to an- 
other, for in balmy weather the 
flies may dodge quickly to the opp°- 
site side of the tree. In planning 
this work, be sure to select days 
when there is no danger of the 
spraying mixture freezing on the 
trees. 

The eggs about to hatch and the 
young nymphs succumb easily to 
an application of lime-sulphur mix- 
ture. In this lies a very important 
hint to the fruit grower. The eggs 
of the psylla are laid principally 
during April and commence to 
hatch early in May or when the 
blossom cluster-buds are beginning 
to separate at the tips. Most grow- 
ers spray much earlier than this 
for the San Jose scale, but by post- 
poning the treatment of pear orch- 
ards until the blossom clusters are 
well advanced one may deal an ef- 
fective blow against the psylla and 
with the same treatment success: 
fully comba the scale. The spray 
should be used in liberal quantities 
and pains should be exercised to 
‘wet all portions of the tree, espe 
cially the fruit spurs and the under 
sides of the young wood where most 
of the eggs are laid.—H. Hodgkins, 
New York.

Smudge or dirty green areas, 
either entirely inside the butter or 
with some surface growth. . (3) 
Green-surface colonies, either upon 
the butter, causing decomposition, 
or upon the container or wrappings 
which will injure the appearance of 
the butter. 

Experiments in producing molds 
artificially in samples of butter in- 
dicate that a growth of mold in or 
exces- 
sive curd, by “leaky” butter, or by 
wet surfaces, wet wrappings or 
highly moist air. If butter molds 
readily, it is an indication of in- 
sufficient salting, as salt up to 2.5 
to 3 per cent. is sufficient to pre- 
vent'mold or reduce it to a negli- 
gible amount, The growth of molds. 
moreover, is largely reduced by 
keeping the butter at low tempera- 
tures. Improper storage tempera- 
tures, accompanied as they fre- 
quently are with moist conditions, 
are favorable to mold in butter. 
Unsalted butter is more subject to 
deterioration from microorganisms 
than salted -buéter. Successful 
storage of such butter is therefore 
dependent upon scrupulously 
clean, dry refrigeration, Cellars 
and ice refrigeration rarely furnish 
conditions which will prevent mold 
in unsalted or slightly salted but- 
ter, although it may be delayed or 
reduced.” Butter properly made 
and normally salted (up to 2.5 to 
3 per cent., equivalent to the use 
of a 12 to 15 per cent. brine)., will 
not show mold under reasonably 
careful handling. 

Investigators in summarizing re- 
sults emphasize the fact that well- 
washed butter is less subject to 
mold than that with an excess of 
curd, but the essential factor in 
molding seems to be water, not 
protein.

Green molds may damage nor 
mally salted butter if oracks and | 
open spaces are left by bad pack- | 
ing. Other investigators have 
found that paraffining the tubs or 
boxes. prevents mold on the con- 
tainer and the liner by preventing 
the escape of water which would 
not leave the air space necessary 
for mold growth. ' 

Very moderate salting prevents 
the appearance of the orange-yel- 
low patches and the smudges. The 
green molds affect normally salted 
butter only when it is held under 
conditions of temperature or moist- 
ure that are favorable to mokd 
growth.
